Memorandum Roach to Belmont

(Notice Appearing in Federal Register,

He said the only requirements for publishing are (l) does the 
Agency have current authority P and (s) would publication violate 
any security provision of the Agency F If (l) is affirmative and 
(2) negative. Archives will publish the notice. He emphasized 

I he has had contact with OCDM re this type notice; there is 
no real policy or publication governing them, and it is left to 
the discretion of each Agency. 

On 10/10/58 Thomas Baldwin , Assistant General Counsel, 
OCDM (Code 113, Extension 343l) advised Supervisor Minnich that 
OCDM has not issued any mandatory requirements regarding publica- 
tion of a delegation of authority * Further, that to do so is an 
internal problem subject to agency policy determination as to 
what might be gained by so doing • He said some agencies are of 
the opinion it is desirable and some are of the opinion it is not 
, necessary . 

OBSERVATIONS : 

Ve have an established Chain of Command * OCDM and the 
Department of Justice have been advised of such and are promptly 
notified of any changes as they occur * 

Inquiry was made concerning this notice to determine if 
any mandatory requirements exist for all agencies or components, 
thereof, to publish delegation of authority or Chain of Command * 
Since there are no mandatory requirements, since our Chain of 
Command is by name and not position and since there are no obvious 
benefits to be derived by publishing our Chain of Command , it 
would not appear desirable to do so* 

RECOMMENDATION : 

I On the basis of the foregoing information, no further 
consideration be given to publishing the FBI Chain of Command in 
the Federal Register*
